or in the Praiſe of his Merit and Services, or to let 
them know how much I think it is for their Ad- 
vantage to continue the Truſt they put in him, 
whenever, and in the ſame Manner and Terms 
he ſhall think fit.

The King my 
Maſter was oblig'd to make it the principal Point 
of the Treaty of 1662 if he ſhou'd now give it 
up, all England wou'd riſe againſt him; and for 
my part I ſhall never adviſe him to it. hs 
In the eigth place, As to the Affairs of Guiney, 
my Ambaſſadors endeavouring to ſet off t he Pro- 
poſal about razing Cabo Corſo, which belong d 
to the Dutch, and according to the Courſe of Ju- 
ſtice, ſhould be left to them; the Chancellor of-

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fer d to bring Sir Nicholas Criſp before em, who 
began firſt to build that Fort, after having bought 


the Place of the Inhabitants of the Country, 


which he could himſelt teſtify. That the Pl

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What I have chiefly reſpected in all this Nego- 
tiation, is, that tho the King of Englands Anſwer 
appears a little harſn, and dry, and haughty( which 
is probably done to ſatisfy his People, in caſe it 
comes to their Knowledge, or he wou'd acquaint 
them with it) nevertheleſs he and his Miniſters 
ſeem to have been ſo careful to ſoften it in ſecret, 
and to explain their Intentions ſo fully, that me- 
thinks one may conclude, the ſaid King ſincerely 
deſires Peace, and to get out of theſe Troubles as 
ſoon as he can, either thro Fear of my Declara- 
tion, or the Judgment wich which his Kingdom 
is afflicted, or from both of thoſe Motives toge- 
ther: For he is very far from ſtarting certain Pro- 
poſitions, as was at firſt apprehended, as if the only 
Object he propos d to himſelf in this, War, was to 
bring down the Power of the Durch, er de- 
1 their Fiſhery, and make himſelf ablolnte 

er. of the Sea, and of all the Commerce of 
the World. Excepting the Demand only of a Sum 
of Money towards. the Charge of the War, which 
is 2 little extraordinary, he pretends to nothing 

more than what a Prince, who has juſt gain d a 
Victory, may honourably require; and perhaps 
juſtly, when his Forces are beſides, and always 
will be, ſuperior to thoſe of his Enemies. Tis 
only to be fear'd, that all theſe good Diſpoſitions 
will vaniſh and change, if the Duteb Fleet, at this 
ſecond going out, which perhaps might have been 
diſpenſed with, receives any conſiderable Blow, as 
is but too probable. For which Reaſon I can't 
much commend the Prudence of thoſe, be they 
who they will, that were concern'd in this Reſo- 
lution, and of others who might, and did not hin- 
der the hazarding, in this manner, the whole For- 
tune of the State, without the laſt Neceſſity, 
which alſo was much lefſen'd afterwards by the 
Arrival of De Ruyter's Ships. But the Dye is flung, 
and ev'n while I write this, the Battle may be di- 
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ſputing on the Coaft of Norway, the Succeſs of 
which, will determine whether the Peace may be 
made, or not, on the Terms I propos'd. All that 
can be deſir d for reſtoring the Publick Peace is, 
That the two Fleets may in the Engagement come 
off with near equal Advantages; and that the 
Dutch may find Means to ſave their India Fleet, 
which is in the Port of Bergen, or leave it there 
a while in ſafety, I foreſee thoſe of the States, 
with whom you treat, will be ſure to tell you, the 
King of Great Britain, as to the Regulation of 
Trade, has reſerv'd a Means to make the Negoti- 
ation laſt as long as he pleaſes ; or if he thinks 
beſt fo to do, to break it off, by Koen 
things which cannot be granted him; and 
true, I wiſh my Ambaſſadors had, at that jun- 
cture, when he endeavour'd to perſwade them he 
inclin'd to Peace, and wou'd pretend. to nothing 
unjuſt or unreaſonable, preſt him more particy- 
larly to explain himſelf as to the principal Points 
defir'd by him in the Article of Trade. But be- 
ſides, that this is an Inconvenience common to all 
Negotiations of Peace, for which no Remedy is 
eaſily to be found; that each of the Parties never 
wants ſeveral Pretexts to interrupt the Courſe of 
em whenever they pleaſe, or not to conclude 
them, it ſeems in this, that when all the other 
Points ſhall be adjuſted, but this of the Regulation 
of Trade, which may be refer'd to Commiſſio- 
ners, I ſhall have room, as Mediator, to demand 
plainly a Ceſſation of all Acts of Hoſtility for a 
limited time; during which, the ſaid Commiſſio- 
ners may agree together on this.

The Dutch ſay they bought 
the Place, on which this Fore is built, of the King 
of Fetu in 1637,which is very much to be doubted, 
becauſe the Engliſh ſettled there in 1649 ; that is, 
I2 - afterwards, The Dutch had then begun 
no Fortification there, and tis not very likely, 
that Men ſo induſtrious in Trade as they, ſhou'd 
make an Acquiſition and not improve it after- 
wards, They may reply, They acquir'd that 
Place, that no other Nation might ſettle between 
the Caſtle del Mina and Fort Naſſau ; but they muſt 
rove, at what time thoſe two Forts were built. 
oreover, the Colonies out of Europe, are not 
much founded on Acquiſitions made by purchaſe 
of the Natives of the Countries: Force has been the 
beſt Title, and in theſe difficult Matters, Poſſeſſion 
is the beſt Rule to go by. The Engliſh were the firſt 
Poſſeſſors. After this the  Sweeds had it; the 
Danes drove them away, and the Dutch acquir'd 
the Place of the Danes. "This being granted, as 
is on all Sides, the Dutch who found their Acqui- 
fition of the Kings of Feru, in 1633, would paſs 
for Apocrynba, cou d not helpalledging in their Wri- 
tings, the Purchaſe of the Danes; but the Right 
of the Danes is worth nothing, becauſe grounded 
on Violence. On the contrary, If we have refpe& 
to the Engliſh, their firſt Title is a peaceable Poſ- 
ſeſſion; their ſecond, a Ceſſion made by the 
Swedes who ſettled there in 1651, after the Duteb 
had voluntarily left the Place; and conſequent-

As to the Ships moleſted in their Traffick, that 
too is a Point that may be agreed on before oy 
Commiſſioners meet; for otherwiſe, they wot, 
in all likelihoad, diſpute a long while about it, 
as alſo on the Damages for the Ships Bonaventure 
and Good Hope: And to prevent and avoid this In- 
convenience, the States may be advis'd to offer a 
Reaſonable Sum in lieu of em, which may be di. 
ſtributed, by the Commiſſioners appointed by the 
King of England, to thoſe concern'd 3 by which 
Method, this Point may perhaps be foon adjuſted, 
and that would be a great deal of time ſav CG. 
The great Difficulty to be fear d is, what the 
King of England infinuates he pretends to for 
the Charge of the War: Upon which my Opini- 
on is, the Dutch wou'd get a great deal by it, if 
they con'd be prevail'd on to put their Hands into 
their Purſes. For, not to ſay any thing of the im- 
menſe Expence they muſt be at if the War conti- 
nues, by the Neceflity of maintaining their Fleet, 
of building more Ships, and the Pay of the Crews 
of the new Men 'of War they 'intend to equip, 
which may amount to ſuch infinite Sums, - to 
rain 
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drain their State and Subjects dry, if the War 
laſts a long time, one may aver, that the War 
will coſt em more for theſe two Months only, 
than will probably gontent the King of England. 
Beſides which, Im ſatisfy d if their Merchants 
were conſulted Narren they wou d eaſily allow, 
That the Ceſſation of Trade for three Months on- 
ly, wou'd be of four times more damage to them 
than the Sum for the pretended Expence of the 
War,wou'd amount to, tho it wou'd I believe make 
the Peace, and deliver the State from all the Perils 
they run from within and from without. 

Wherefore there are but two Things, which can 
hinder the Dutch for comply ing with fuch a De- 
mand, one the Honour, and the other the Ex- 
ample, that the Engliſh may not accuſtom them 
ſelves to diſturb, them for the future, in hopes of 
making them pay the Charge of the War. 
If the Dusch wou d well examine all things with-

Belgia; and they themſelves may remember to what

Var may very well imagine, Sir, that they 
make me- as prefling Inſtances here for the 
King's ſpeedy Declaration, as the Sieur Van Beunin- 
gen makes at Paris; I anſwer as you wou'dhave me, 
and have put it off on account of the Sieur Van 
Goch's new Nepotiation, which the States will not 
own; and produce a Letter by the laſt Poſt from 
the ſaid Van Goch, which ſays, The King of Eng- 
land heightens his Pretenſions, and requires im- 
menſe Sums for Satisfaction for the Ships Bonaven- 
ture and Good Hope, and the other Ships compriz'd 
in their Loſſes; to which he adds the Charge of 
the War. Van Goch's Son remains at London, and 
has ſent his Diſpatches thence. ? 

What makes me ſuſpe& ſome double Dealing in 
this Negotiation is, that they go counter to what 
I wrote you by the Count de Guiche's Gentleman, 
and I know from a good and ſure Hand to be 
true, tho* the States have not communicated any 
thing of it to me, and that the Aſſembly of Hol- 
land afrerwards choſe an able Perſon to go to 
England, to treat of the Exchange of Priſoners ; 
which Perſon is to be let into the whole Secret, 
Holland not being willing Van Goch ſhould be ac- 
quainted with what ſhall be treated of, he being 
entirely in the Intereſt of the Houſe of Orange. 

You will be pleas'd to take notice, Sir, that 
neither the States, nor the Aſſembly of Hol- 
land, communicated any thing of this Mat- 
ter to me, and yet I knew all their Steps 
by means of ſome Deputies, my particular 
Friends, to whom I complain'd of fuch Pro- 
ccedings. The laſt Propoſals ſent by Van 
| 2 Goch 
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Goch are made publick ; and tho the States ſeem 
to look upon em as ridiculous, they have how. 
ever ſent a truſty Perſon to England, under Co- 
lour of Exchange of Priſoners. I thought pro- 
per to give them to underſtand, I believ d there 
was more in it than that; for I cou'd not ſee, in 
what a Perſon of Merit, as was he whom they 
wou'd. ſend, one of the Magiſtrates of the City 
of Leyden, i cau'd have an Opportunity to  exer- 
ciſe. his Capacity,in treating only. of the Exchange 
of Priſoners; and ſince there was a new Negotia- 
tion begun, twas not prudent for the King to 
break with England, at a time when they may 
have concluded a Peace ; nor was it honoutable 
in them to preſs his Majeſty to declare as they 
did. I thought fit to ſtop there, and not make 
uſe of the Power the King gave me in his Diſ- 
patch of the 23d Inſtant : It being moſt for his 
Majeſty's. lotereſt to temporize, and wait till his 
Troops are arriv'd in this Country before the 
Declaration. I ſhall endeavour to ſet the chief 
Cities of Holland againft this Negotiation ; and 
the States have reſolv'd to write to the Sieur Yay 
Beuningen to aſſure the King, they will enter into 
no Treaty nor Negotiation with England, but 
with his Participation and Mediation, and that all

ae | 
Tho' there's reaſon to doubt the Fair-dealing of 
theſe Men, yet I thought this Declaration favou- 
rable in the preſent Conjuncture.

But for the greater 
Security, it were to be wiſh'd we cou'd get

She ſent me her Stew- 
ard to ask my Advice what ſhe ſhou'd do, the 
Enemy having as it were inveſted Groningen, and 
occupying the Country about it with 16000 
Men. 4 wrote her, That to deſtroy the Party 
entirely againſt her, twas my Opinion ſhe ſhou'd 
endeavour to get into the City of Groningen with 
her Son, which wou'd gain her the Friendſhip 
and Eſteem of the two Provinces, when they ſaw 
ſe expos'd herſelf for their Intereſts ; and *twou'd 
beſides make all the other Provinces exert them- 
ſelves the more to ſuccour®her. Not that I think 
the Place'is in Danger, one Side of the City be- 
ing free, at which the People may go in or come 
out when they pleaſe, and there are 4000 Men 
in the Town: But this wou'd have the ſame Ef- 
fect on Mens Minds, as if the Danger were 
greater, and render her the more conſiderable in 
the two Provinces, which ſhe may thus manage

Your Majeſty will "perceive by my former 
Memorial, what Diſpoſition theſe Provinces are 
in. I continue to keep em firm in your Intereſts, 
the Provinces of Over-yſſe and Guelderland being 
ruin'd, and alſo the greateſt part of the Nobility 
compoſing the States, your Majeſty has a fair Op- 
portunity to oblige em, and gain over the Major 
part of the Families, by raiſing ſome Troops in 
thoſe Parts, and giving ſome Commiſſions to the 
Chief of thoſe Provinces, or to their Children ; 
nay, I believe abundance of Gentlemen and others 
wou'd be contented with being private Troopers, 
and at the States Pay, which is 40 Crowns, to 
have the Honour of ferving your Majeſty.

I have already written your Majeſty, That the

As I was cloſing this Diſpatch, I receiv'd a 
Billet from Monſ. de Mit at the Texel, to tell 
me he will be here to Morrow.

I know ſhe 
pawn'd her Plate, to throw herſelf into Groningen 
with the Prince her Son. She ſupports herfelf 
with an extraordinary Steadineſs and Courage 
under all her Diſgraces, and the Oppoſition ſhe 
meets with from Madam her Mother, who keeps 
her Eſtate from her to make her ſubmit to her 
Will, that is, to be of her Party, and quit the 
States and Our's : But ſhe made a glorious An- 
ſwer, That ſhe wou'd never quit the Intereſt of

The ſaid Van Beuningen did nqt fail to reply" to 
me according to the laſt Orders he receiv'd that 
if the King wou'd declare, he won'd ſign that 
his Maſters ſhou'd make no Peace without him;

I anſwer'd, It would be better firſt to clear

He expreſs' d himſelf as if he wou'd not write 
all 1 told him to the Lords the States, who might 
conceive new Umbrages of his Majeſty's Inte n- 
tions.

| Conveniency of Negotiating. I gave him to 
underſtand afterwards, having firſt made him pro- 
miſe to write nothing of it to the States, fot 
fear it ſhou'd render Monſieur de Wit ſuſpected, 
that the King wou'd hardly be brought to declare 
himſelf, till he knew Monſ. de Mit was return'd 
to the Hague, and all things had been concerted 
with him, as well to carry on the War vigorouſly, 
as to aſſure his Majeſty he ſhall not be abandon d 
by a precipitated Peace: Nay, I ſaid, Monf. de 
Wits Enemies boaſted, that, as Things ſtood, he 
durſt not appear at the Hague; and till he did, 
and was ſeen to exerciſe his Office with the Au- 
thority he ought to have, particularly after Bever- 
ning's ſhameful Retreat, which had very much 
dejected and diſcourag'd his other Friends, the 
King cou'd not in prudence reſolve to declare 
himlelf, if the King of England's Party _—

United-Provinces. I added, If Monſieur de Wit 
retutn'd, and prov'd plainly to you, that his 
Patty and Authority cou'd be maintain'd, you 
would give him all Satisfaction.

en thinks by this Diſcourſe, perhaps, that you 
dare in your Hands wherewithal to make the 
King declare immediately, and recal his Ambaſſa- 
dors in England; and T did not think fit to unde- 
ceive him in the Opinion or Hope of it: But 
what T have to ſay really is, in Conformity to his 
Majeſty's laſt Di = That you give the Sieur 
de Wit to underſtand, you need only ſend 2 
Courier to the King, and I would fend back by 
him all the Orders he cou d deſire for the King's 
Declaration.

In the mean time, the King highly approv'd, 
and will ſtill approve of your not making uſe of the 
Power his Majeſty has given you, if you are not 
preſs'd by ſome unforeſeen Accidents, for which 
you think it important to apply that Remedy. 

If you let the Duke of Newburgh know what 
the States ſay as to the three Catholick Churches, 
he demands to be left in the Country of Rave- 
ſtein, tis likely he will comply in that Point, 
ſince the King of Spain's could not ſucceed in a 
like Demand on a like Occaſion. 

You need not be in any Concern about your 
propoſing Expences to his Majeſty when his Ser- 
vice requires it : For as we ought in Prudence to 
be ſaving, when it can be done without Prejudice, 
lo his Majeſty is the Prince of the World, who 
leaſt thinks of ſaving, when he finds tis neceſ- 
ſary or uſeful not to do it.

In the ſecond Place you wrote me, in one of 
your former Diſpatches, that the States held a 
Correſpondence with the Malecontents of Eng- 
land and Scotland, who offer'd to riſe as ſoon as I 
declar'd, believing they cou'd not do it with fuc- 
ceſs, and that they ſhou'd run too great a Risk, 
while the King of England had only the States to 
contend with. The Time is now come to take 
em at their Words, and preſs em as much as ma) 
be to effect what they offer'd, to which you malt 
give a continual and particular Application; _ 
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ſhall I be unmindful of the ſame Deſign, of which 


however you mult ſpeak to no Body, unleſs. you 


think fit to open your ſelf to the Sieur de Wit, who 
will without doubt, have in this matter the ſame 
Scruples as others who are againſt having any 
thing attempted, from which might reſult an Ad- 
vantage to the Catholicks, to the Prejudice of 
thoſe of their own” Belieff. 4 

'Twou'd perhaps be advantageous alſo, in this 
great Affair, to make the King of England appre- 
henſive of a Deſcent'in England, Scotland or Ireland; 
and to that End the States ſhou'd always have a 
Body of Horſe and Foot on their Coaſts neareſt 
to England, as I will have one at Cape Ia Hogue ; 
dees we may not only make uſe of them in 
ſuch a Deſcent, but it wou'd oblige the King of 
England to keep up a Body of Troops in his three 
Kingdoms, to the great Diminution of his Trea- 
ſury, in which his Fleet wou'd ſuffer, or wou'd 
be very much weaken d; at leaſt theſe Troops ly- 
ing ſo ready wou'd encourage the Engliſh Male- 
contents, and make em the more eaſily revolt. 
Nevertheleſs I find twill not be eaſy for the States 
to keep ſuch a Body on their Coaſts uſeleſs, while 
the Biſhop of Munſters Soldiers are in their Bow- 
els; but as I hope they will ſoon be deliver d from 
them, ſo tis proper to think of it in Time. 

I cannot (cloſe without telling you, nothing 
ſeems to me of more importance than to engage 
Sweden or Denmark on our ſide.

often written to your Majeſty, one cannot in a 
State full of Cabals hinder Propoſals, th.ugh they

Fleet, beſides what they will ſupply him with on 
their own account for the ſame purpoſe upon 
which I write you this ſecond: Letter to tell you, 
That cho' they have nor clearly prov'd the Engiib 
to be the Aggreſſors, and that I moreover ſent 
em Succours of Troops ſooner than they demand- 
ed em of me againſt the Biſhop gf Munſter, and

Forgot nothing to get Monſieur de Vit to finiſh 
the Affair of Denmark; but when tis in que- 
tion to bring his Maſters to conſent to fix Milli-

They conſent to give up the King of Denmark's 
Promiſes of Payments, amounting to 1500000 
Livres ; beſides which they wou'd give a Million 
of Livres to help him to maintain the Expence of 
Forty Ships, which does not ſatisfy the ſaid King's 
Envoy ; he demands a Million more, and the 
Million the King of Denmark has borrow'd of pri- 
rate Men, which the States muſt pay in ready 
Money. According to the Diſpoſition I find the 
Cities are in, they'll never conſent to give the 
two laſt Sums, and think they have gone beyond 
their Power in off ring what the Sieur de Mit has 
offer d; nay, I mult tell you, Tis not poſſible. 
You'll be ſurpriz'd to hear the Expence by Sea 
and Land, amounts to 44000900 Livres, that only 
the Province of Holland advances the Sums, Friex- 
and, Groningen, Guelderland and Overyſſel being ru- 
ind, and furniſhing nothing, Zealand having no 
Trade, is very much in Arrear, and Utrecht hard- 
pays any thing. Thus the whole Expence falls

Hannibal Sexter went yeſterday for England; he 
told the States and Monſieur de Vit, he had not 
gone, if the King had not deſir'd his Maſter to 
fend ſome one, and ſhew'd a Copy of a Letter of 
the King's, written above fix Months ſince.

| ar phy the Two Diſpatches your Majeſty 
did me the Honour to write me of the 25th 
Inſtant. That of Monſieur de Lionne cou'd not 
come more a propos to undeceive ev'ry Body as to 
the ill Impreſſions the oppoſite Parties gave the 
People in the Cities, that your Majeſty wou'd not 
finiſh the War of Munſter, but keep it on to con- 
tinue the States Troubles. After having commu- 
nicated the Letter to Monſieur de Mit, I thought 
it proper for me to ſhew it to the Commiſſioners 
appointed to treat with me about the Affairs that 
offer, which I have done, and they are all very 
well ſatisfy'd with your Majeſty's Propoſals to wt 
tac 
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rack a Place, which is not at preſent feazible, be. 
cauſe the Army is in Winter-Quarters ; but they 
highly approve of entring the Biſhop's Country, 
in ſtrong Parties, and ravaging it. 

There are ſo many Diſputes, and ſo much wri- 
ting between the Lords the States General and the 
States Deputies, that it only ſerves to make 'em 
more bitter againſt one another. I have ſent Mon- 
fieur de Louvois the Letter Monſieur de Pradel wrote 
me on that Subject, by which your Majeſty wil 
ſee what has paſs d. Every one agrees, that after 
having alledg'd the Reaſons for which he did not 
approve of the Siege of Bocholt, he always told 
me, If Prince Maurice commanded him to attack 
it, he wou'd forthwith do it with the Kings 
Troops, which I have repreſented to Monſieur d 
Wit and the Commiſſioners, on the Complaints 
made by the Deputies, that Monſieur #e Pradel 
was not of Opinion to attack the Place, and givn 
'em to underſtand they muſt lay the blame on the 
Deputies only, Monſieur de Pradel having let em 
know what they had to do, which was to com- 
mand Monſieur che Prince «heir General to attack 
the Place. They did not know what Anſwer to 
make me thereto. In the mean while I perceive 
Hong Animoſity between them, which will not

hare threaten d to puniſh ſuch as ſcatter Papers a- 
bout to that effect, as ſeveral have done. I thank'd 
them for it, and exhorted em to continue ſo to do; 
and to prove the Malice of our Enemies, I ſent 
em Monſieur de Lionnes Letter, which ſhews em 
your Majeſty's Affection for this State, and that 
you wou'd not ſpare your Troops nor the Biſhop's 
Country. I have communicated the Contents of 
your Majeſty's firſt Diſpatch to Monſieur de Vit. 
He was very glad to hear you approv'd of the 
Anſwer he return'd to the former Memorials your 
Majeſty ſent me. He confirm'd to me, that the 
Twelve Ships for the Service of the Mediterranean, 
hou'd be ready in Time, as alſo that the Grand 
fleet ſhou'd be the ſame, and be compos d of bet- 
er Ships than twas the laſt Campaign. 

I have written to Copenhagen, Stockbolm, and 
Hmburgh, that the Ships there belonging to your 
Majeſty, may be ready to come away with the 
firſt Convoy ; one of thoſe Men of War is arriv'd 
and has brought Sixty Ships, valu'd at eight Mil- 
ions, from the Sound and Baltic.

I muſt tell you after all this, that I was no leſs 
ſcandaliz'd than ſurpriz d at the Sieur de Vu, fine 
Diſtinction relating to the Manner how the Ships 
of the States are to a& with mine, and the Dit 
ference he wou'd make between a Succour which 
he calls obligatory, and a Junction by Concert;

Another Enterprize was like to have happen'd 
at Wilemſtat. The States were advis'd, that under 
colour of raiſing Men in Brabant, there were near 
two thouſand Men in the Neighbourhood of Bre- 
da, who ſaid they were for the Biſhop. They 
fortify the Garriſons, and have ſent my own 

Troop of my Regiment, conſiſting of one hundred 
and fifty Men, to the ſaid Willemſftat, which hindred 
the Enemy's undertaking any-thing. The States 
ſent Deputies this Day to Monſieur the Spaniſs 
Ambaſſador to complain of it; but the Spaniards 
have good Friends in theſe Provinces, who leſſen 
every-thing, and fo order it that the States never 
proceed to Reſentments, to which the Sieur de Wit 
and his Cabal wou'd be enough diſpos'd.

| Onſieur de Wit has very freely communica- 
M red the Embarras he is in on account of the 
Generalſhip: Five Provinces are for Monſieur the 
Prince of Orange, and even ſome Cities of Holland 
are gain d over to that Side. He thought if your 
Majeſty wou'd conſent that Monſieur de Turenne 
ſhou'd come and command their Army during this 
War againſt the Biſhop of Muſter, the Prince of 
Orange would have been made General of the 


Horſe to teach him the Art of War, and after- 
| wards 
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wards he would be appointed General with the 
Approbation of all the Provinces, in caſe his Con- 
duct was agreeable to the Intereſt of the States; 
on condition however, before he enter'd on any 
Employ, he renounced all ſort of Affection for, 
and Engagement with England : But having ſolli- 
cited the Provinces, and even that Part of Holland 
that inclines to the Prince, he could not find any 
Diſpoſition to put his Thoughts into Execution, 


ſo the Affair remains ſtill on the ſame foot. What 


he has now to do, is, to ſee what Meaſures he 
ſhall take with the Prince, becauſe he foreſees 
the Inconveniences of being continually engag'd 
in oppoſing the . Cabals that are form'd for him, 
which he might ſtill do, was he in Peace and at 
the Hague. But if the War continues, or he ſhou'd 
be oblig d to diſpute it with both the Army and 
People, an Affair of that nature might have an 
ill Turn for him. Inſomuch that he has acquaint- 
ed me, that he inclines to favour the Prince, if 


he would renounce all ſort of Engagement with

may render you ; of which he'll be the more care-

1 Thought it proper to viſit Monſieur de Mit, and 
diſcourſe him apart on the Subject of our lal 
Conference. I repreſented to him, that the Stea- 
dineſs he ſhew'd Yeſterday not to depart from the 
Treaty wou'd appear to « 6 World to be Obſtina- 
Cy rather than a Zeal to preſerve the Advantages 
of his Country, which might loſe much more by 
not accommodating Matters with Sweden; and 
that I thought I might tell him as a Friend, the 

Advice of Meſſieurs d Ishrand and Van Beuning'® 
might one time or other be reported to the Aﬀem- 
bly, and be approv'd, and conſequently thoſe 
who oppos'd it be blam' d for it. 4 1 
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He replied, True it was, thoſe two Miniſters 
were of the ſame Opinion in this Matter, but the 
Deputies of the Cities wou'd not find their Ac- 
count by it; that Amſterdam it ſelf oppos d it, 
That that City is Miſtreſs, and her Will muſt be 
comply'd with.

Write you this Letteg about one Affair only, 

but that which at preſent is moſt in my 
Thoughts, becauſe it ſeems to me to be the moſt 
important of any that can be advanced by way of 
Negotiation to reduce our Enemies to deſire Peace. 
I think I have already inform'd you, that the 
Great Chancellour of Sweden has made an Over- 
ture ro my Ambaſſadors, by means of which, if 
the States conſent to it, Sweden will deſiſt from 
the Pretenſion of Subſidies, concerning which 
otherwiſe it will be very difficult to come to an 
Accommodation. This Overture is, That the 
States wou'd take off the Yoke ( to uſe the very 
Words of the Chancellour) they impos'd on Swe- 
den by the Treaty of Elbing, relating to Impoſiti- 
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ons in their Ports, againſt the natural Right all 
other Princes have in their Countries to. eſtabliſh 
ſuch as they think fit: That is, Sweden deſires. to 
have'the ſaid Treaty cancell'd in that Part which 
concerns Impoſts in her Ports. When this Propo- 
ſal was communicated here to the Sieur Van Beu- 
ningen, he preſently acquieſc'd in it, not doubting 
but his Maſters wou'd readily agree to it; and 
the rather, becauſe notwithſtanding the ſaid Trea- 
ty, Sweden wou'd therein do as ſhe pleas'd. He 
only ſaid the Thing ought to be reciprocal, and 
that the States ſhou'd alſo be at Liberty to treat 
the Swedes with them as their Subjects ſhou'd be 
treated in Sweden : but I don't ſuppoſe this is what 
the Swedes mean by this Overture; otherwiſe, if 
the Thing was to be reciprocal, Sweden wou'd 
have no need to offer the deſiſting from the Pre- 
tenſions of paſt Subſidies, which ſhe makes to a- 
mount to the Sum of 600000 Crowns. Her In- 


tention doubtleſs was, That by abandoning the 


{aid Pretenſion ſhe ſhou'd be at Liberty to lay ſuch 
Impoſicions as ſhe pleas'd in her Ports; and in 
Conſideration of her deſiſting from the Claim of 
the ſaid Subſidies, the Swedes ſhou'd however be 
treated in the United-Provinces as natural Sub- 
jects: Of which having ſince diſcours'd the: fail 
Van Beuningen, he ſeem'd to be of Opinion, the 
Thing was not of fo great Importance that his 
Maſters wou'd not agree to it; to obtain ſo great 
an Advantage as it wou'd be, to be ſure Swede 
will remain Neuter, that ſhe will not engage her 
ſelf further with the Engliſh, that ſhe will not at 
tack the King of Denmark, that ſhe will leave him 
at entire Liberty to act aꝑainſt the Engliſh either 
in the Sound and the Baltick Sea, or in the Seas on 
this Side: By all which above-mention'd you will 
eaſily comprehend the Importance of this Affair, 
and what you have to do on your Part with the 
States, in my Name, to conyince them they ſhou'd 
: „ not 
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not, out of Negligence or Rigour, loſe the great 
Fruit that may be gathered from hence, being 
certain that nothing can more mortify the Engliſh 
than their ſeeing ic concluded, nor alſo any 
thing be more prejudicial to them in this Juncture. 
It may be ev'n hop'd that this firſt Step being ta- 
ken, the Crown of Sweden might in a little time 
be brought ro do more in Favour of this Side, 
when ſhe ſhall ſee better that the Engliſh are not 
for Peace, becauſe in Effect (and ſhe acknow- 
ledges her ſelf) the Continuation of the War ruins 
all her Trade, and deſtroys all her Cuſtoms : You

Shall now give your Majeſty an Account of 

the Conference I-have had with the Commit- 

tee on the Affairs of Sweden, after having receiv d 
the ſame Day two Diſpatches from Meſſieurs the 
Ambaſſadors in Sweden, of the 26th of May and 
the 2d inſtant; and they made me the ſame An- 
Iwer, which I ſhall not repeat here, that I may 
not trouble your Majeſty with needleſs Tantolo- 
ies. I afterwards communicated the Overture 
onſieur Je Pompone had made the great Chancel- 
Jour to diſingage them from the Treaty with the 
_ Evgliſh, under Pretence of the Preparations —_ 
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by the Muſcovites to begin a War with Sweden, and 
that this Expedient cover'd them from any En- 
gagement, ſince by the Treaty between the Swedes 
and the Engliſh, there was no Affiſtance to be giv'n 
in caſe they were attack'd by Land: and as the 
ſaid Chancellour approved of the Expedient, and 
enter'd into Conference to find out the Means for 
its ſucceeding, and that ev Meffieurs the Am- 
baſſadors believ d they wou'd promiſe to let Den- 
mark act; I told them, I thought they ought not 
to let this Opportunity to end the Affair ſlip, ſince 
it wou'd be in the Sequel ſo much to their own, 
Advantage, and that of the Common Cauſe, 

They reply'd, They were inform'd by the Sieur 
d'Isbrand of all that had paſt between Monſieur 
de Pompone and the Great Chancellour ; that the 
States wou'd make no Scruple to confide in a Wri- 
ting in good Form, to be depoſited by the Crown 
of Sweden in your Majeſty's Hands, declaring ſhe 
wou'd obſerve all that was agreed upon, notwith- 
ſtanding the Peace with the Maſcovites was con- 
cluded ; for otherwiſe there wou'd be no Security 
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for the States; that as to the Treaty of Elbin 
they cou d not depart from it, for the Reaſons 
ready urg d, but to u Matter, they wou'd 
agree that Duties ſhou'd be on an equal Foot be- 
tween the States Subjects and thoſe of other Nati- 
ons] that if the Tolls and Cuſtoms were augmen- 
ted in Sweden for the Dutch, they wou d do the 
ſame by the Swedes in their Provinces... 
As to Subſidies, they pretend there's none due; 

they offer to come to Account, and pay what is 

_ owing : That tis not neceſſary to put the abating

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That, in fine, if Sweden breaks the Treaty made

This is what the Committee anſwered me from 
the States, and I ſhall inform Meſſieurs the Am- 
baſſadors of it by to Morrow's Poſt, not being 
able to bring them to the Conceſſions your Ma- 
jeſty by your Diſpatch ſeems to deſire.

The Sieur de Wit, by Order of the States, went 
this Morning to Zealand, whither Admiral de Ruy- 
ter has Orders to bring the Fleet to be repair d. 
He carries Money with him to rewarꝗ the Officers 
of the Ships that have taken Prizes, as they were 
promis'd by a Declaration to that effect, 
There will be forty Ships left at Sea, while the 
reſt are repairing. The Sieur de Wit tells me, he 
hopes in twelve Days the Admiralties will have 
fll'd up the Places of thoſe that have been loſt. 
As I was about to cloſe this Letter, Meſſieurs 
the States have communicated to me the Reſolu- 
tion they have taken to let Admiral de Ruyter ſtay 
out at Sea, and to reinforce him with freſh. Ships, 
of which I give your Majeſty an Account in my 
other Letter: but by what I can learn, twill be 
difficult for them to be ready in ſo ſhort a time as 
will be neceſſary, there being not twenty Ships 
now that are able to ſuftain a Combat. Admiral 
de Ruyter has giv'n Proofs of a great Courage and 
Capacity. Admiral Tromp fought like a Lion with 
ſix Ships one after another ; but he often engag'd 
himſelf coo far, and oblig'd Admiral de Runter to ha- 
zard all to bring him off again; which ſucceeded 
very well now, but may another time be the Er-

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of himſelf and the whole Fleet. Thirty Captains 
of the States Fleet did nothing worth ſpeaking 
of, or rather behav'd themſelves very cowardly : 
"Tis reſolv d to puniſh them; but I queſtion it, the 
greateſt Part of 'em being ſupported by their Re- 
lations, who are Magiſtrates of the Cities of Hol- 
land. The Sieur de Buſca fought all along in Ad- 
miral de Ruyter's Ship, who very much commends 
him , he being always prefent where there was 
the greateſt Danger.

JT Ews came Yeſterday of the Victory obtain'd 
by the Dutch Fleet over the Engliſh. The 
Battle laſted four Days; and Monday Morning, 
which was the laſt Day, the Engliſ were rein- 
forc'd with 22 Ships while Admiral de Ruyter was 
purſuing them, which oblig'd him to halt, and to 
draw his Ships together, to fight with more Order. 
The E»gliſh, on their Side, having receiv'd this 
Reinforcement, prepar'd to renew the Combat, 
which laſted. ſix Hours with equal Advantage : 
But Admiral de Ruyter ſeeing the Victory was 
doubtful, hung out the Red Flag, which is the 
Signal of a general Attack, and fell upon the Ene- 
mies Fleet with ſo much Vigour, that he broke 
through them twice, took ſix. great Ships, and 
ſunk four. Upon which the Engliſb fled ; and in 
the Evening a great Miſt ariſing, Admiral de Ruy- 
ter fearing the Sands, being near the Coaſts of 
England, put out to Sea with his victorious Fleet, 
. the four Days of the Battle, he took 
eleven great Ships, and burnt or ſunk ten. All the 
White Squadron is deſtroy d.

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ken, and his Ship, call'd the Royal Proof, which 
was Cannon Proof, mounted with a hundred 
Guns; was burn d.

They had three Ships burnt, and 
four ſunk, and not one taken, but above twenty 
diſabled. Tromp chang'd his Ship ſix times, and 
die Ruyter twice, their own being ſo often diſabled, 
Never was ſo obſtinate a Battle, on both Sides, 
heard of. In the Account the Sieur de Newport 
gave the States of all that paſs'd, he amplify'd on 
the Actions of Monfieur the Count de Guiche, 
which are altogether extraordinary. He ſays,

much: They fought three Hours aboard that Ship 
till twas diſabl'd, and Aſſiſtance came to it. Mon- 
ſieur the Prince of Monaco, and the Count de Guiche, 
with the Sieur de Noistel, who never left them, 
were carried in this Condition aboard Admiral 
de Ruyter's Ship, who receiv'd them with Joy, and 
order d Coats to be given them. A little while af- 
ter their- Arrival, the Reinforcement of twenty 
two Ships came to the Engliſh. This was the! 
and ſharpeſt Day of the Battle. Theſe Gentlemen 
were ill in all Places where was moſt Peril; and 
Monſieur the Count de Guiche was ſlightly wound- 
ed in the Arm and Shoulder with the Splinter of

Monſieur the Marſhal de Grammonts Eſquire , 

' Mefkieurs de Ja Ferre, did Wonders to join Admi- 
ral de Ruyter.
